3. The application has been amended as follows: 
In the specification: 

3.1. On page 19, line 1, the phrase -now US Patent No. 6,277,804-- has been added after 
"December 23, 1998,". 
In the claims: 

3.1. Claims 1 and 6 have been cancelled. 

3.2. In claim 7: 
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a) line 1, the phrase "according to Claim 1" has been deleted; 

b) line 9 (last line), "said hydrotrope." has been replaced with: 

—a hydrotrope wherein the hydrotrope comprises 1, 4 Cyclo Hexane Di Methanol, 
and wherein the composition comprises no quaternary compounds which are derivatives 
of any of the following: Ci6-i8 unsaturated fatty acids, methyl diethanolamine or methyl 
chloride. 

3.3. In claim 8, line 2, the phrase -by weight of the composition— has been added after 
"10%" (support is found on page 39, line 11). 

3.4. In claim 12, line 2, a period has been added after "1.8 g/ml" 

3.5. In claim 14, line 2, "laundry" has been replaced with -nonaqueous liquid-. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most pertinent prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the forms PTO-892 and 
1449. Kahn, the closest prior art of record, although teaching in col. 2, lines 43-54 a non-aqueous 
liquid detergent compositions comprising a stable suspension of solid, substantially insoluble 
particulate material dispersed throughout a structured, surfactant containing liquid phase, 
wherein the composition comprises from about 45% to 95% by weight of a surfactant-containing 
structured liquid phase and in col. 6, lines 17-22, anon-aqueous, low-polarity solvent comprising 
non- vicinal C4-C8 branched or straight chain alkylene glycols, Kahn fails to teach 1, 4 cyclo 
hexane di methanol. Inasmuch as there is no motivation, direction or guidance in substituting 
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non-vicinal C4-C8 branched or straight chain alkylene glycols with 1, 4 cyclo hexane di 
methanol, the present claims are found to be allowable.
